FOR ITS BETTER OBSERVANCE, 
New Brand, Just Out 


Christian Effort to Make Thanksgiv- 
ing Day What It Was Designed to Be. 


The standing committee appointed by 


;he Connecticut Valley Congregationa 
olUb to devise means for bettor observance 
of state holidays issue the following letter 
concerning the approaching Thanksgiv- 
ing: 


This day arose in our State in 1621, when 
our forefathers "after a special manner 
rejoiced together, since they had gath- 
ered the fruit of their labors," It is a 
worthy tradition which should renew its 
youth with the years. The right ob- 
iervanoe of the day is fast losing ground. 
The central thought of the occasion is 
worship, 
public 
acknowledgment of 
divine blessings to home, community, 
state and nation; followed by the gracious 
hospitality of the family board. 
The prevailing- irreverence is that the 
central purpose has shrunken to an empty 
fona, while all that survives in lull vijor 
is the profvsioa of the fea«t. This last we 
ought to do after we have not left the for- 
mer undone. The day exists for the two 
sides or' the one purpose which are ex- 
pressed in thanks unto God and service to 
our neighbor. If thanks arc omitted sei- 
vioe declines, if service decreases thanks- 
giving wanes; neither deed nor thought 
can live upart. 
It is said that preparations ior dinner, 
welcoming the coming and speeding the 
parting guest, allow no leisure for public 
exercises ot Thanksgiving. 
The only 
possible reply is that while we never have 
time enough for all we want or even need 
to do, we take time for what honor and 
duly cannot leave undone, and these con- 
stitute the requirement for a primary 
public recognition ot the divine mercies 
Fast day has ceased because it fell into 
bad use, and Thanksgiving day neither 
can, nor of right ought, to be maintained 
longer than we observe it worthily. We 
therefore request primarily tho churches 
of our own order, and then of the univer- 
sal Christian iellowship, to consider their 
responsibilities to their several communi- 
ties. 


We suggest that each church make the 
better observance of the day a topic Of 
especial discussion to determine the needs 
pt its own congregation; and where Un- 
ion Thanksgiving services are commonly 
held, we suggest iurther, the appointment 
of Committees ol Conference between the 
uniting churces, to mature plans lor the 
improvement of the common celebra- 
tion.
